Three annual sessions of the Conference 
were held, and in January, 1807, the Texas Conference, and in 
18G9, the Louisiana and Mississippi Conferences were organized.

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[G.j KEPOKT OF COMMITTEE ON FBEEDMEN'S AlB 
SOCIETY AND EDUCATION. 

The Committee on Freedmen's Aid Society and Education 
beg leave to report — 

That they have carefully and prayerfully considered the 
great interests referred to them, and with perfect unanimity 
and great satisfaction offer to the Conference the following' 
facts and recommendations : 

I. THE (IKNEKAL WORK OF THE FBEEDMEN'S •AID SOCIETY. 

This society, by the action of the last General Conference, is 
made the, Educational Society of the Church for the whole 
South, and among all classes of our people. In this enlarge- 
ment of the sphere and work we greatly rejoice, believing it to 
be for the best interest of all concerned. 

The last year of the society's work has been the best. More 
money has been raised, more teachers supported, students 
taught, and building enterprises carried forward, than during 
any former year. 

We recommend to all our people to secure and study the re- 
ports of this society. 

NEW ORLEANS UNIVERSITY. 

This institution is still doing its work earnestly and success- 
fully. About 200 students have already been enrolled, and they 
are still entering. A con siderable number of these are studying 
the languages and the higher English branches. Some will 
probably graduate this year. 

There are now six teachers employed, all of whom, except 
the teachers in the primary department, are supported by the 
Freed men's Aid Society — not a dollar of the salary of the four 
others being paid by the students. 

Special effort is made to cultivate the religious character of 
the students. Daily lessons are recited in the Bible by more 
or less of the students, and frequent religious meetings are 
held. There is now in progress a gracious revival, in which a 
considerable number have been converted, and the entire 
school blessed. 

It is the constant aim of the Faculty to prepare young men 
for the ministry, and young men and women for the duties of 
teachers. About fifteen are now members of the Theological 
class, and thirty-two are connected with the Normal class. 

The great want of the University is a new building. While 
the location is one of the most beautiful in the entire city, the 
present buildings are entirely inadequate to the needs of the 
college, and we feel that it ought to be our constant aim and 
labor to put such a building on our grounds as will be an 
honor to our church as well as a great aid in the education and 
elevation of our race.

BALDWIN SEMINARY. 

This is an institution owned and maintained by the Freed- 
men's Aid Society for the education of white youth. The prop- 
erty— -a very valuable one— was donated by Hon. John Bald- 
win lor the purpose named. The Rev. W. S.* Fitch is in charge 
and is doing effective work. This Seminary has been but one 
year in existence, and lias yet to grow into large proportions. 
-But it has a great future before it, and is worthy of the pat- 
ronage it seeks. 

The following resolutions are offered for adoption: 

1. That we pledge to the institutions named our hearty sym- 
pathy and prayers, aud our earnest co-operation, which we will 
manifest by constantly using our influence - to secure patronage 
of our people for them. 

2. That we earnestly request the Christian public in our 
great country to remember these institutions with liberal ben- 
efactions. 
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of the Orphans* Home Society, the Rev. George W. Wells 
A. B., as Professor in La Teche Seminary, and the Rev. W. 8 
Fitch, A. M., as Principal of Baldwin Seminary.

The Woman's Home Missionary Society;of the Louisiana Con- 
ference met in its annual meeting at Alexandria, La., February 
2, 1883. • 

In the absence of Mrs. Hartzell, Mrs. Marcus Dale presided. 

After singing, Kev. A. 'Boss led in prayer. 

Mrs. Dale made some interesting remarks. 

REPORTS FROM THE FIELD. 

In New Orleans: Miss Josephine Cowgill, not being able to be 
present, sent a letter on the work in New Orleans. The work 
in that city is aided some by the parent society. All the work 
outside of the city is self-supporting. The following extracts 
from Miss CowgilPs letter are of interest : 

We have three missionaries employed by our Society— Mrs. Bentley, 
Mrs. Williams and myself. We have two day mission schools, in which 
are taught the common studies, with Bible and Catechism lessons, and 
sewing schools and religious meetings are held weekly, with these schools. 
Those two schools now number 140 pupils, 25 of whom me from Catholic 
families. Some of these Catholic mothers said to oneof tke teachers, "We 
like to have our children go to your school, because you give them such 
nice papers to read, and tell them the story of the ctoss so beautifully." 
Besides these two clay mission schools, we have weekly sewing schools and 
religious meetings in three other churches, two of these are among the 
colored people and one among the whites; of these three schools I have 
charge. In the two colored are about 70 pupils, and in the white school 
are seme more than 70. A good number of these white children, perhaps 
two-thirds, are from Catholic families^ but they seem much pleased with 
the school, and the little children will gather around me, and with dirty 
faces, look up to me and say, -'Oh, I do love you so much," "I wish I could 
have you for my ma," "I want to kiss you," etc., etc. A.good many large 
boys and girls, and som» of the parents come to our school, and seem much 
interested. With the sewing I give Bible and Catechism lessons, and ,tell 
stories and have singing and prayer. I long to see these rough and wick- 
ed children and their parents brought to Christ, and to this end I have 
been trying to persuade some of the brethren to go with me and take our 
"pitchers and lamps" and hold a night meeting in that dark place. .Many 
of the people there have promised me they would come if we would. 

As to religious meetings, I have held since the 12 th of last November, at 
which time I returned here for this year, 63 meetings, and have made over 
1,000 visits among the poor. Besides this, I have done a good deal of stiver 
work, had Bible readings and sewing schools, and have written a good 
many letters for our work. I have been kept quite busy day and nigbt, 
but while God gives me health and strength, and while the needs of this 
work are so grea' , I delight to be busy in it. I wish I could tell yon what 
good times I have in the prisons and hospitals. It seems to me sometimes 
that I would die instantly if assured that I could no longer engage in this 
blessed work. How surely the "hundred fold" of blessings in this work 
come "now, in this life." Yours in Christ,

She also had a row of stfgar cane which had ' 
maae Q 8.10. She had raised and brought to conference tweutv- 
, dollars for Gilbert Haven School of Theology. She hail 
also raised fifteen dollars to pay her traveling expenses to 
l/onterence. She began the school in Baton Bouge in her 
tuning room, and had the sewing department in her sitting 
room. Plain garments are made for poor children and to sell, 
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and the profits go into the treasury. The teachers are paid 
about ten dollars a month, and a fee of fifty cents a month is 
charged from all the children able to pay. Every teacher has 
been paid in her five schools. 

The pastors had welcomed her and taken her from place to 
place, sometimes sending ox teams, and she said she was never 
so happy as when riding on a bale of cotton, or an ox wa< 
going through the piney woods, to visit her schools. 

She urged the sisters to take hold of the work. In slave 
times they used to feed the little black children well, so we 
would bring a good price. The mistress would go to the table 
and cut off nice slices of food and give to us little slave chit 
dren. They stooped to feed those little ones for gain in money. 
Can we not stoop to our children now to help them into tile 
arms of Jesus I Help the poor and God will help us. Care 
and anxiety for others will make your bodies well and help yon 
every way. We must educate our children. I would educate 
my hen Dorcas if I could,

|K | REPORT OF COMMITTEE OX ORPHANS' HOME. 

The Board of Managers of the Orphans' Home have leased 
the plantation property, with its buildings, to Rev. Dr. W. D. 
Godman for a period of ten years, beginning January 1, 18*1. 

For the information of those interest .d the lease is published 
in full : 

This agreement, herein set forth, is mutually entered into by 
the Orphans'. Home Society of Louisiana, of the first part, and 
pv. Dr. W. D, G-odman, of the second part, this twenty- 
fourth day of March, 1881, showeth : 




calendar year, providing the party intending- to make the lease 
void shall give notice to the other party six months before the 
end of said calendar year. In case the lease shall be made 
void at the bnd oi any year by the Society prior to the expira- 
tion of the ton years, all improvements made by lessee with 
Ins own private means shall be paid for by the Society at a 
reasonable price, to be determined by mutual agreement, or by 
arbitration. If said lease be voided by the lessee before the 
expiration of the ten years, all improvements made on the 
buildings or the plantation shall belong to the Society. If said 
lease runs the fall ten years, then all the improvements of 
whatever kind or however made shall belong to the Society. 

i'. The lessee shall furnish the Society with monthly state 
meats of all receipts from whatever source, and of expendi- 
tures, tor whatever purpose. 

The Society guarantees the lessee against all claims for 
taxes, and past and present debts against the property; and 
il is expressly understood that the Society, or' its property, 
shall in no manner be held liable for any debts the lessee may 
contract. 

4. The lessee is to report the annual receipts and expendi- 
tures of the plantation upon the thirty-first of December, an- 
nually, tor the preceding year, and tne profits shall be devoted 
to the maintenance and education of orphans, the number 
thereof to be fixed by mutual agreement between the parties. 

5. The lessee shall maintain a school in the Home building 
tor the instruction of the orphans and such others as can be ac- 
commodated, and for the instruction of which means can be 
secured ; it being understood that the Society will do all it can 
to aid in securing funds to help support the school. 

6. All improvements on the place, or buildings made by the 
lessee with money donated to the school, or orphans, or Soci- 
ety, or received as income from the place, shall belong to the 
Society.

REV. JOHN BEOOKS. 
The death of Eev. John Brooks occurred August 1, 
1882. He died in full triumph of faith at his post. He was 
born in Eichmond, Va., in the year L802, and was sold from 
there to a negro trader and brought to New Orleans, La., and 
then sold to a man by the name of Matt Ramsey, who lived in 
Wilkinson county, Miss., near Genterville.

and buoyant hope. His heart never grew old and morose. He 
bad no desire to die, yet in composed resignation he kept in 
daily readiness to go. Thus lie calmly watched and waited tor 
kne chariot to call at his door, until, July 13, the Father said, 
"It is enough : come up higher," When " the weary wheels of 
Jifestuyd still, v and the Bishop lay sublime in repose as he hud 
been heroic in action and spotless in life. 




KEY. MAESHALL SMITH. 

Rev, Marshall Smith was born in Virginia, in the year 1832 
as a slave. He was sold and brought down to Louisiana arid 
sold to Mr. A. Carruth, where freedom found him and hurst 
loose his slavery chains. After which lie moved to Baton 
Rouge, whei:e he becan%e a member of the M. E. Church ; after 
which he moved back to his home place (A. Carruth's), and 
gathered the people together and built the first Bethel Church, 
known by the name of State Line Circuit. He was appointed 
by the Bishop when Dr. Daily was Presiding Elder to the 
town of Plaquemine, and then appointed again to Bethel 
Church. His next appointment was to Jackson, La. His last 
appointment was Shady Grove, about eight miles from Bethel, 
where death found him. 



RET. SCOTT CHINK 
lie is gone. Gone from the smoky fields ot battle, and the 
weary toils of labor, to the glorious scenes of peace and pleas- 
ure, to mansions in the skies. 

This man, who, above all others, was pre-eminently the fath- 
er of onr work, out of which has grown our six southwestern 
annual conferences, with over 70,000 members and an innumera- 
ble multitude who have already preceded him to the throne of 
God, has gone to his reward. Verily, death loves a shining 
mark; for in *he death of Father Scott Chinn, we recognize 
the fall of a prince and great man in Israel. We mourn the 
l>ssof his presence, but we are strengthened by the victories 
of his life and the triumphs of his death. We seem to hear 
his words of encouragement even upon this side of Jordan ; 
yea, we hear them, for he being dead yet speaketh. The life 
and death of lie v. Scott Chinn have been, and will be, the 
mainspring of the salvation of multitudes, whose songs of glory 
now swell, and will swell, the chorus of the angelic host of 
shining ranks around God's throne. His work and influence 
will continue to be a benediction to the world, long after his 
name shall be forgotten on earth. The names of such heroes 
have ever been honored in the Church, through time, and will 
be owned and glorified in heaven, through all eternity. Scott 
Chinn was born in Lexington, Kv., in 1802, ahd died in this 
city on Saturday, June 17th, 1882, aged 80 years. 

Scott Chinn, like his parents before him, was bori* under 
the galling yoke of bondage. He never enjoyed any school 
privileges whatever; but managed by his own exertions to 
learn to read the Bible before he was 13 years of age. This 
was when it was a crime for a slave to learn to read. And 
tor this crime, although his master was not so very severe upon

In 1849 he and his slave wife came to Xew Orleans, the prop- 
erty ot Judge Robinson. Here it was not long before he be- 
came acquainted with Fathers Eoss and Green, with whom he 
joined m preachiug in this city and round about also. He 
communed with them in the old Gravier and St. Mary street 
churches, when it was a dangerous thing for a slave to be found 
on his knees in this city. From thence lie aided in laying the 
foundation of Wesley Chapel ; where he was ordained by 
• bishop Andrew, of the M. E. Church South— ordained with- 
out laying of hands, and authorized to administer all the sac- 
raments of the church " to the negroes and such white per- 
sons as may accept them." With no rancorous or lowness of dis- 
position he still continued doing the work of an evangelist un- 
der this authority, until in the reorganization of our work here, 
in 1805, when the Mississippi Mission Conference was organ- 
ized, and he was elected to deacon's and elder's orders and reg- 
ularly ordained by Bishop Thomson, by whom he was appoint- 
ed to Soule's Chapel. To 'this same charge he was reappointed 
by Bishop Simpson in 186G, and in 18(57 by Bishop Ames. In 
1868 and L8(>9 he was appointed by Bishop Simpson^ and m 
1870 by Bishop Scott. The year 1871 was profitably spent at 
First Street Church, under appointment of Bishop Scott. In 
1872 he was appointed to Simpson Chapel by Bishop Janes, to 
which he was reappointed in 1873. In 1874, under appoint- 
ment of Bishop Merrill, he was again at Lallarpe Church. 
From here, in 1875, he was appointed to Thomson Chapel, by 
Bishop Foster ; and reappointed in 1876 by Bishop Gilbert 



Haven. This was his last appointment. • In 1.S77 he and H.p 
now sainted Robert Hodge were granted superannuated reh 
turns and placed in our ranks of honor. He was superannu- 
ated, not because he had at any time felt that he had ne 
enough for the Master, oh, no ! he ever desired to continue
